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GAS RATIONING GOOD FOR HEALTH 
Here’s some expert and timely advice for Times- 
Mirror readers who may be affected by the OPA Tilling 
of last week which stated that persons residing within 
30 to 40 minutes walking distance of their work should 
not ride to their places of employment. 
'‘From a standpoint of health,” says Lou Fink, 
trainer of Gene Tunney for his most important battles, 
“gas rationing and the rubber shortage are a boon to 
our people. They are forcing them to do more walking.” 
He says walking is the first cousin of roadwork, 
without which no ringman ever reached his peak in 
physical fitness. 
It increases the appetite and helps 
indigestion. 
“So hit the road” in the morning, is Fink’s admoni­ 
tion. Walk to work, if you don’t live too far from your 
job. Walk part of the way, at least. If you have time, 
three miles a day is ideal and you needn’t do it all in 
one stretch. 
Walk at least a mile and a half, about a half an 
hour after dinner. 
Some of you sedentary folks may 
think this is a little too long, but, as you round into 
better condition, it will be mighty short. 
Fatigue is the surest sign of poor condition. 
If a 
short, snappy walk makes you tired, you can be certain 
that exercise is what you need. 
Don’t loaf along. 
Put snap and vigor into your 
walking. 
Swing the arms freely, breathe deeply. 


IMPORTANCE OF COAL 
The importance of coal—vital segment of the steel 
industry — to the nation’s war effort was brought 
into sharp focus by work stoppages in the mines five 
times in the World War II period. 
In the fall of 1941, when American industries were 
beginning to swing into high gear in manufacturing the 
tools of defense, 400,000 bituminous miners walked out 
in a wage controversy. The strike lasted one week, and 
in th at time stockpiles of coal owned by steel companies 
ran low and curtailment of operations was necessary. 
A few weekB later 53,000 miners employed in captive 
mines of the steel industry struck, seeking union recog­ 
nition. 
About 200,000 miners employed in commercial 
pits struck in sympathy. Again they were out only a 
few days, but in that time coal stocks were virtually 
depleted and one steel firm alone was forced to bank 
l l furnaces. 
The strike in May lasted but two days in most mines 
and apparently caused no drop in steel production. The 
Department of Interior estimated an output of 2,000,000 
tons of coal was lost. 
The strike the first of the month was the fourth 
and lasted almost a week. Monday’s strike was the fifth. 
Many believe that the action of John L. Lewis last 
evening in ordering the miners back to the pits with 
October 31st as a truce deadline means but another post­ 
ponement of the settlement of the fundamental issue 
involved. 


SIX TO ONE 
Dispatches from London tell of powerful new' 
“pulverizing” raids on the German Ruhr in which United 
States bombers took an active part. 
The six to one ration which our bombing missions 
have hung up against Nazi planes over the Reich is 
gratifying evidence both of the fire-power of the planes 
and the skill and courage of the crews. 
But in casting up the material score we must have 
in mind that this still is not fair exchange. 
We are 
losing Flying Fortresses and Liberators; we are de­ 
stroying smaller machines. 
When one of our plant's 
lads we can expect to lose eight men; the Germans 
often save the one man in theirs. 
The exchange favors us only because we can afford 
it for the sake of the enormous damage tho bombers do 
before they are lost.

It is encouraging to observe that efforts are 
to be made to interest citizens again in Sunday evening 
worship, which has been sadly neglected since the advent 
of automobiles.
